Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposes to overcome the objections to the drawings by 
deleting reference character 6d of Figures 9 and 10 and also labeling both figures with a "Prior Art" legend. Applicant 
argued that the prior art does not show a cover comprising a fluorescent material to produce second and third lights 
upon excitation by a first light emitted from a light emitting diode. Applicant also noted that the applied reference has 
the same inventive entity as the instant application. The Examiner will reconsider his position on the rejection of the 
claims upon filing of formal request for reconsideration by the applicant . 
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
